1804  DOLLAR 

The  offering  of  an  1804  Dollar  is  an  unusual  event,  as  no  other  United  Stated- 
Coin  has  had  such  publicity  during  the  past  100  years.  I  feel  honored  that  it  v-a* 
sent  to  me  to  be  offered  to  the  public  when  there  are  so  many  other  dealers  witn 
longer  experience.  I  still  feel  I  am  a  newcomer  in  the  coin  business,  even  if  I  am 
living  on  borrowed  time. 

The  present  owner  of  this  very  great  rarity,  purchased  it  from  the  party  who 
had  discovered  same  about  1906,  and  has  had  it  in  his  possession  ever  since.  He 
could  have  sold  it  for  almost  any  price  he  put  on  it,  but  like  many  of  us  who  have 
rarities,  we  like  to  have  them  in  our  possession  as  long  as  possible.  He  has  now 
arrived  at  the  age  when  he  feels  he  should  part  with  it,  and  let  some  one  else 
share  in  the  great  pleasure  that  has  been  his  for  a  third  of  a  century. 

In  the  booklet  issued  by  John  W.  Haseltine  around  1881  he  gives  the  following 
points  that  will  help  to  establish  the  genuineness  of  this  rare  dollar.  “The,  upper 
left  star  is  distant  from,  the  “L”  in  liberty.  The  mouth  in  Liberty  is  open.  The 
1  in  the  date  is  very  close  almost  touching,  the  curl.  The  Eagles  beak  closes  exactly 
on  the  point  of  the  star.  The  leaf  in  olive  branch  points  to  the  part  on  the  lower 
stand  of  the  I  nearest  to  R  in  America.  There  are  13  arrows  in  Eagles  claw.  The 
star  in  eagles  beak  also  touches  scroll  between  the  letters  “B”  and  “U”  in  Pluribus”. 
All  of  these  specifications  are  exact  in  this  coin.  Another  distinguishing  feature 
which  has  been  brought  to  my  attention,  and  which  stamps  this  coin  as  genuine,  is 
that  the  spacing  of  the  letters  in  “States  of”  is  sucft  that  it  brings  the  center  of  the 
“O”  and  “F”  over  adjacent  clouds.  The  coin  in  the  Philadelphia  mint  which  is 
believed  is  an  original,  is  like  this. 

I  feel  there  is  no  question  of  the  genuineness  of  this  coin  and  what  appeals  to  me 
above  all  else,  that  there  is  no  doubt  that  this  coin  has  been  in  circulation  for  some 
time  prior  to  its  discovery  with  other  coins,  paper  money  and  jewelry  in  a  small 
metal  snuff  box  7  ft.  in  the  ground,  at  New  Haven,  Conn,  by  one  William  Sullivan, 
a  laborer,  while  working  on  an  excavation  for  a  new  ice  rink  for  the  Yale  Hockey 
Team  many  years  ago. 

The  present  owner,  one  of  our  oldest  Numismatists  in  this  country  a  man  well 
known  to  all  the  older  members,  and  former  owner  of  many  of  the  rarest  U.  S.  A. 
coins  has  spent  much  time  and  money  during  the  past  three  decades,  on  the  personal 
history  of  this  dollar.  The  papers  and  documents  will  go  with  the  coin. 

Most  of  the  few  other  known  specimens  have  been  in  almost  mint  condition. 
This  specimen  shows  wear.  It  is  brighter  than  would  be  expected  as  when  the  coin 
was  tested  at  the  mint,  many  years  ago,  they  cleaned  it.  It  is  still  bright  as  it  left 
their  hands.  Obv.  is  strong,  letters,  stars  and  date  like  new.  Rx.  Has  two  or  three 
small  scratches  that  does  not  detract  from  its  other  strong  characteristics.  It  is  a 
genuine,  1804  dollar,  that  has  been  in  circulation,  but  likely  for  a  very  few  years. 

I  feel  it  is  a  real  investment  for  any  one  with  $3000,  and  the  chances  are  it  will 
bring  double  this  price  as  the  years  roll  by.  I  welcome  your  bids,  as  the  chance  to 
own  this  date  of  our  U.  S.  A.  dollars  comes  very  rarely.  The  owners  of  three  of  the 
largest  collections  sold  in  this  country  in  the  past  ten  years  were  never  able  to  ob¬ 
tain  a  specimen.  The  price  above  named  is  simply  my  idea  (not  a  reserve  price)  as 
I  know  of  a  number  of  people  who  have  the  means,  who  would  like  to  own  this 
specimen.
